Motion  to  accept  made  by 
Irmen,  seconded  by  Serck.  Motion  carried. 


OLD  BUSINESS: 

President  Wasmer  and  the  rest  of  the  board  officially  welcomed  ILNA’s  two  newest 
board  members,  Cla>1on  Hagemann  and  Michael  Doran.  Cla>1on,  who  was  a board 
member  in  the  past,  is  a longtime  dealer  well-known  by  virtually  everyone  in  the  Central 
Illinois  numismatic  community.  Michael  is  a part  time  dealer  and  a board  member  of 
the  Kankakee  Coin  Club.  Both  will  prove  to  be  valuable  assets  to  ILNA. 

Zillion  gave  a membership  report,  stating  that  at  present,  ILNA’s  count  stands  at  328 
active  individual  and  club  members.  This  number  is  steadily  increasing,  making  it 
apparent  that  ILNA  is  definitely  in  a growth  phase.

The  show  will  feature  an  expanded  bourse  floor,  with  room  for 
roughly  30  additional  tables.

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Feature  Article 

The  Lincoln  Cent 

(1909  - Present) 

by  J.  Zillion,  Westlake  Rare  Coins 

We  owe  the  Lincoln  Cent  design  to  sculptor/engraver  Victor  David  Brenner,  a 
Lithuanian  immigrant  who  was  obsessed  with  the  late  President.  His  early  Lincoln 
portrait  medals  and  plaques  so  impressed  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  that  Brenner 
soon  landed  the  job  of  designing  the  Panama  Canal  service  medal  portraying  Roosevelt. 
They  soon  became  friends,  and  Roosevelt,  who  was  totally  unimpressed  by  Charles 
Barber’s  then-current  coin  designs,  encouraged  Brenner  to  submit  designs  for  a new 
one-cent  piece  to  commemorate  Lincoln’s  100th  birthday  in  1909. 

In  Februaiy  , 1909,  Brenner  submitted  a coin  design  displaying  a prominent  bust  of 
Lincoln  facing  right  on  its  obverse,  with  a reverse  depicting  two  stylized  ears  of  durum 
wheat  surrounding  the  denomination  “One  Cent”.  The  original  obverse  model 
displayed  Brenner’s  full  signature,  but  on  orders  from  Mint  Director  Frank  Leach  it  was 
removed  and  replaced  with  Brenner’s  initials  V.D.B.  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  This 
design  was  finally  approved  and  new  cents  appeared  in  August,  1909. 

Controvers)'  over  the  new  cent  began  almost  immediately.  Newspapers  and  the  general 
public  criticized  the  initials  on  the  reverse,  evidently  considering  them  a monument  to 
Brenner’s  vanity'.  Collectors  began  hoarding  the  pieces,  correctly  assuming  that  the 
initials  would  soon  be  removed.  They  were  indeed  removed  in  the  fall  of  1 909  and  not 
replaced  until  1918.  At  that  time,  they  were  placed  in  small  letters  at  the  shoulder  of 
the  bust,  where  they  remain  today. 

The  Lincoln  series  is  famous  for  its  large  number  of  scarce  dates,  varieties,  and  errors. 
Rare  dates  include  all  S-mint  issues  from  1909-1915,  1914-D,  1924-D,  193 1-S,  1909 
V.D.B.,  and  the  key  to  the  series,  1909-S  V.D.B.  In  1922,  an  extremely  worn  Denver 
Mint  obverse  die  led  to  the  production  of  a ver\'  few'  cents  w ithout  a readable  mintmark. 
These  1922  “Plain”  cents  are  quite  valuable  and  prized  among  collectors.  A wartime 
copper  shortage  gave  rise  to  the  steel  cents  of  1943  and  the  1944  and  1945  “shell  case” 
cents,  which  were  actually  made  from  salvaged  cartridges. 

Other  rarities  include  double-die  issues  of  1955,  1972,  1983,  and  1984,  as  well  as  a 
multitude  of  lesser  die  varieties  throughout  the  entire  series.  Matte  Proof  issues  began 
in  1909  and  continued  through  1916.  These  pieces  consistently  bring  tremendous 
premiums  whenever  offered  for  sale.

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In  1959,  to  commemorate  Lincoln’s  150th  birthday,  engraver  Frank  Gasparro  created 
a new  reverse  design  for  the  cent,  prominently  depicting  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Coupled  with  Brenner’s  original  obverse,  it  still  is  used  today  and 
serves  as  a fitting  tribute  to  one  of  our  greatest  Presidents,  as  well  being  one  of  our  most 
popular  and  widely  collected  coins.

I had  much  to  learn  and  ran  into  many 
problems  with  the  records.  I think  I have  the  records  in  good  shape  now  and  am 
looking  forward  to  seiz  ing  you  better  in  the  future. 

Our  membership  now  stands  at  360  paid  members.  Many  members  have  dropped 
by  the  wayside  this  last  year.  These  former  members  will  be  contacted  in  the  near 
future  in  an  attempt  to  reactivate  their  membership.  From  time  to  time  I may  ask 
your  help  in  contacting  these  members.  Any  help  you  could  offer  will  be 
appreciated.

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Let's  Talk  Currency 

Grading  Currency 

by  Tim  Kyzivat  - LaGrange,  Illinois 

In  this  column  I will  discuss  a very  important  area  of  currency  collecting:  grading.  I 
will  e.xplain  such  areas  as  grading  terminology',  how  to  examine  a note,  what  to  look 
for  and  where  to  look  on  a note,  grading  and  pricing  and  other  areas  of  concern. 

GRADING  TERMINOLOGY. 

The  grades  used  to  describe  currency'  are  generally  the  same  grades  used  to  describe 
coins.  A distinction  is  made  on  uncirculated  notes  which  are  graded  CU  (Crisp  Un- 
circulated) as  opposed  to  coins  which  are  graded  BU  (Brilliant  Uncirculated).  After  all 
a note  is  crisp  rather  than  brilliant!  The  following  grades  are  used; 


G Good 

VG Very  Good 

F Fine 

VF Very  Fine 

EF  or  XF Extremely  Fine 

AU About  Uncirculated 

UNC Uncirculated 

CU Crisp  Uncirculated 

Choice  CU Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated 

Gem  CU Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated 


These  grades  may  be  expanded  upon  in  order  to  adequately  describe  the  note.  For 
instance  a grade  of  F-VF  may  be  assigned  to  a note.  This  means  that  the  note,  while 
generally  grading  Fine,  has  some  qualities  of  a Very  Fine  note  but  is  not  nice  enough 
to  deserve  the  full  Very  Fine  grade.  A grade  of  VF/F  means  that  the  front  of  the  note 
is  graded  a full  grade  higher  than  the  back.  The  back  may  show  some  heavy  folds  or 
perhaps  an  ink  stain  or  teller  stamp.  This  should  be  mentioned  in  order  to  adequately 
describe  the  note.  When  describing  notes  we  use  front  and  back,  not  obverse  and  reverse 
as  is  used  to  describe  a coin. 

HOW  TO  EXAMINE  A NOTE: 

When  examining  a note  you  must  keep  in  mind  what  you  are  looking  for.  When 
examining  a coin  you  are  looking  for  the  quality  of  strike  and  the  amount  of  wear  ON 
a coin.  On  a piece  of  currency',  which  is  flat  with  no  relief,  you  are  e.xamining  the  quality' 
of  the  paper.  Y ou  are  looking  for  folds,  handling  marks,  creases  and  other  signs  of  wear

IN  the  paper.  The  best  way  to  examine  a note  is  not  straight  on  but  at  an  angle,  and  | 
preferably  to  a light.  When  you  hold  the  note  at  an  angle  to  the  light  you  will  be  able  i 
to  see  the  folds  and  other  signs  of  handling.  Tr>'  holding  a note  up  to  the  light  and  as  i 
you  var\'  the  angle  at  which  you  look  at  the  note  you  should  see  the  folds  and  handling  j 
marks  appear.  Tr\'  vary  ing  the  angle  until  you  determine  what  works  best  for  you. 

WHAT  TO  LOOK  FOR  AND  WHERE: 

Folds  and  other  signs  of  wear  generally  show  up  in  certain  places  on  a note.  On  the  note  | 
illustrated  below  I ha\’e  highlighted  areas  to  e.xamine  for  folds.  Notes  were  generally 
folded  in  half  and  again  in  half  resulting  in  a center  fold  and  a fold  in  the  center  of  the  i 
left  and  right  third  of  the  note.  Another  area  to  examine  for  folds  are  the  comers.  There  | 
will  frequently  be  diagonal  comer  folds,  sometimes  small  and  in  the  margins  or  only  1 
slightly  into  the  design.  Other  times  they  may  be  quite  broad  and  extend  well  into  the  j 
design  of  the  note.  Another  somewhat  common  fold  is  a horizontal  fold  through  the 
middle  of  the  note.

Teller  handling  is  another  form  of  wear  on  a note.  This  generally  appears  on  the  right 
end  of  the  note,  usually  near  the  seal.  This  is  the  result  of  the  note  having  been  counted 
or  handled  by  tellers  or  other  persons.  This  was  sometimes  done  to  new  bills  in  order 
to  separate  se\  eral  bills  as  they  tend  to  stick  together.  If  notes  were  retained  by  a bank 
as  vault  cash  and  they  were  counted  numerous  times,  they  might  pick  up  some  soiling 
as  a result  of  the  counting  and  some  dirt\'  fingers.  This  is  especially  tme  of  high 
denomination  notes  that  were  frequently  kept  as  vault  cash.

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Pinholes  were  usually  picked  up  in  the  channels  of  commerce.  Sometimes  notes  were 
actually  pinned  to  the  invoice  or  bill  that  they  were  paying.  Other  times  the  note  and 
the  invoice  were  stuck  on  a spindle,  thus  creating  more  of  a bullet  hole  than  a pinhole! 

CENTERING,  BRIGHTNESS,  CRISPNESS: 

These  are  ver\'  important  factors  in  the  overall  grade  of  a note.  A well  centered  note, 
a note  with  full  and  original  margins,  is  an  attractive  and  desirable  note.  Close, 
nonexistent  or  uneven  margins  make  a note  less  desirable  and  should  be  mentioned  and 
factored  into  the  grade  of  a note.  Many  dealers  assign  a dual  grade  to  a note;  one  grade 
for  the  paper  quality  and  another  for  the  centering.  This  helps  to  fully  describe  the  note 
and  make  the  potential  buyer  aware  of  the  overall  quality'  of  the  note. 

A note  that  is  not  as  bright  or  has  some  color  bleeding  through  to  the  back  of  the  note 
has  most  likely  been  wet  or  has  been  washed.  This  was  no  doubt  done  to  remove 
something  that  had  made  the  note  appear  less  attractive.  Washing  a note  will  make  the 
paper  appear  very  bright,  too  bright  for  the  grade,  and  will  leave  the  note  with  a fuzz>’ 
surface.  This  is  apparent  w hen  viewing  the  note  from  the  proper  angle  as  you  will  see 
the  uneven  and  fuzzy  look  of  the  surface  of  the  note.  Washing  a note  also  tends  to  rob 
the  note  of  its  original  crispness  and  make  it  feel  limp  and  ver\'  flat.  Since  the  notes  were 
printed  wet,  original  notes  in  ver\'  high  grade  should  retain  some  original  paper  wave. 

GRADING  CURRENCY. 

Grading  is  a matter  of  opinion.  Ask  any  dealer  about  grading  and  that  w ill  probably 
be  their  answer.  The  technical  grades  serve  to  give  a potential  buyer  an  idea  of  w hat 
the  note  looks  like.  Without  these  grades  how  w ould  someone  be  able  to  compare  notes 
and  try  to  make  an  informed  decision?  If  someone  told  you  that  a note  w as  ver>'  nice, 
how  could  you  begin  to  evaluate  it?  The  standard  terms  as  listed  above  are  universally 
used  to  describe  currency.  Different  persons  have  different  ideas  of  what  makes  a note 
a VF  or  an  XF  or  any  grade.  I will  explain  MY  grading  standards  as  a way  of 
demonstrating  what  makes  a note  be  a certain  grade.  My  standards  may  not  agree  with 
other  persons’  standards  but  they  are  mine  and  they  are  what  I use. 

G . . . well  worn  and  limp  with  no  remaining  crispness  or  body.  The  margins  may  be 
rough  and  uneven  with  tears  into  the  note.  There  may  be  some  staining  and  heavy  wear 
that  distorts  the  design.  Overall  a relatively  undesirable  note. 

VG . . . well  worn  but  with  a little  remaining  body  (10-20%).  Even  wear  and  smoother 
margins.  May  have  a couple  of  margin  tears,  some  pinholes  and  light  soiling.  This  is 
a collectible  grade  for  many  notes. 

F . . . even  wear  and  some  remaining  body  (30-40%).  The  colors  should  be  bright  and

the  paper  will  have  some  light  soil.  No  distracting  wear  or  problems.  May  have  a 
margin  tear  and  some  pinholes.  Numerous  folds  with  one  or  two  being  somewhat 
heavier.  A collectible  grade  for  most  notes  and  an  attractive  grade  for  many  rarer  notes. 

VF . . . note  retains  considerable  body  (50-70%).  Very  attractive  looking  note  with  very 
little  soil  or  strong  evidences  of  handling.  Folds  should  not  be  heavy  with  the  ink 
broken.  Corners  should  be  relatively  strong  and  square.  May  have  5-6  folds  which 
should  be  light  and  not  distracting.  A very  sharp  and  collectible  note  fit  for  most 
collections. 

XF . . . note  retains  most  of  its  original  crispness  (80%).  May  have  3 light  vertical  folds 
and  perhaps  a broad  corner  fold.  Paper  is  bright  and  very  clean.  The  corners  should 
be  sharp  and  square.  The  note  should  appear  as  new  when  viewed  at  arms  length.  A 
highly  desirable  note  and  very  much  in  demand  in  today’s  market. 

AU . . . a note  with  just  about  full,  original  crispness  and  onlyvery  minor  handling.  Most 
likely  one  light  vertical  fold  and  perhaps  some  light  handling  visible  only  upon  close 
inspection.  May  be  uncirculated  but  with  some  heavier,  broad  corner  folds  or  evidence 
of  heavier  teller  handling  and  crimping.  Excellent  color  and  no  soiling.  Corners  are 
sharp  and  square.

CU . . . uncirculated  with  only  very  light  handling  noted  under  close  inspection.  Bright 
and  clean  with  no  soil.  A corner  may  be  soft  or  slightly  crimped. 

Choice  CU . . . full  crispness,  super  color  and  razor  sharp  corners.  This  may  be  as  good 
as  some  notes  are  ever  found.  No  defects  at  all  but  just  may  lack  the  strong,  original 
embossing  that  some  notes  have. 

Gem  CU ...  an  unimprovable  note  with  full  and  deep  embossing  and  outstanding  color. 
No  defects  to  be  found  even  under  very  close  scrutiny. 

Additional  comments  on  grading  will  follow  in  the  continuation  of  this  article  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  Digest.

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MAKING  SENSE 

by  John  D.  Wright,  NLG 

This  was  the  year  the  first  icebox  was  invented.  A new  medical  substance  ‘morphine’ 
was  isolated  as  an  opium  derivative.  Abortion  was  made  a statutory  crime  in  Britain. 
Eighteen-year-old  James  Audubon  arrived  in  the  US  from  France.  Buffalo,  NY,  and 
Chicago,  IL,  had  their  beginnings  this  year,  and  Ohio  became  the  seventeenth  state. 
Cotton  passed  tobacco  for  the  first  time  as  the  leading  US  export  crop.  South  Carolina 
resumed  importing  black  slaves  for  the  cotton  fields. 

To  support  the  Napoleonic  wars,  France  ignored  a three-year-old  treaty  with  Spain  and 
sold  the  Louisiana  Territorv'  to  the  US  for  fifteen  million  dollars,  extending  US 
territories  to  the  Rockv'  Mountains.  Britain  resumed  her  war  with  France  as  the  French 
began  assembling  a fleet  at  Boulogne  for  the  invasion  of  Britain.  Massachusetts  and 
New  Y ork  threatened  to  secede  over  the  purchase,  as  President  Jefferson  had  authorized 
the  deal  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  US  Supreme  Court  established  itself 
this  year  as  the  ultimate  interpreter  of  the  US  Constitution  by  stating  in  the  ‘Marbury 
vs  Madison’  decision  that  “judges  must  declare  void  any  legislative  act  found  to  conflict 
with  the  Constitution.  The  year  was  1803. 

This  year  the  US  Mint  in  Philadelphia  struck  eight  of  the  ten  coin  denominations 
inaugurated  seven  years  before.  Seven  of  every'  eight  of  those  coins  were  cents.  The  US 
cent  of  1803  is  an  eas>'  addition  for  the  one-a-year  collector,  a fascinating  run  for  the 
Guidebook-listing  collector,  and  a completable  challenge  for  the  die-variety  collector.

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Ch  er  three  million  cents  were  struck  in  1803  from  fifteen  obverse  and  eighteen  reverse 
dies  in  twenty-three  combinations.  Only  two  of  those  combinations  are  rare,  and  neither 
is  prohibitively  so. 

For  the  Guidebook-listing  collector  we  begin  with  a stemless-wreath  reverse  carried 
over  from  1802.  Sheldon  243  is  missing  the  stems  flanking  the  reverse  fraction,  has 
a boldly  doubled  fraction  bar,  and  a boldly  doubled  final  S in  STATES.  This  rather 
common  1803  reverse  first  appeared  on  the  S.241  variety  of  1802. 

The  ne.xt  distinctive  reverse  of  1803  is  the  corrected  fraction  (S.249).  There  were  five 
reverse  dies  cut  in  1801  with  fraction  1/000.  One  ofthese(S.221)  was  corrected  before 
use  in  1801.  Another  (S. 223)  was  carried  forward  into  1802  (S. 228).  The  rarest  of  the 
five  (NC3  of  1801)  was  taken  out  of  serv  ice  almost  immediately  and  sat  unused  until 
the  error  was  corrected  and  the  die  pressed  into  service  in  1803  (S.249).  This  is  the  last 
appearance  of  an  error  fraction  on  a US  large  cent.  It  is  a very  distinctive,  fairly 
common,  and  very'  popular  variety'. 

This  year  also  saw  the  introduction  of  a new  ‘large  date’  (one  die,  using  half-dollar  date 
punches)  and  a new  ‘large  fraction’  (four  dies).  All  four  combinations  of  the  small/large 
date  with  small/large  fraction  are  known. 

The  SDSF  1803  cent  covers  sixteen  of  the  twenty-three  die  varieties  of  this  year 
(including  the  two  already  discussed),  and  accounts  for  about  two  of  every'  three  1803 
cents.  The  rarest  1803  cent  (NCI,  over  two  dozen  known)  is  a SDSF  variety  with 
extremely  widely-spaced  denominator,  similar  to  the  much  more  common  S.245.  Two 
other  SDSF  1803 ’s  (S. 248, 262)  are  a bit  scarce,  and  the  others  are  all  fairly  common.

The  SDLF  1803  consists  of  five  varieties,  only  one  of  which  is  scarce.  The  ‘ghost  3’ 
1803  cent  has  a large  fraction,  the  bottom  of  the  last  date-digit  extremely  w eak,  and  is 
the  only  SDLF  that  is  not  overly  abundant.  There  are  probably  200  or  so  of  these.  The 
large  fraction  is  found  on  only  six  large  cent  dies  (four  of  1803,  one  of  1804,  and  one 
of  1807),  comprising  nine  die  varieties  (six  of  1803,  one  of  1804,  and  two  of  1807). 

The  1803  large  date  has  a pointed  1 and  a top  serif  on  the  3 that  extends  up  as  well  as 
dow  n.  This  die  comes  with  a small-fraction  reverse  (S.264)  and  a large-fraction  reverse 
(S.265).  The  LDLF  is  scarce  (maybe  300-400  know  n),  quite  popular,  and  is  usually  seen 
in  VG  or  less.  Above  Fine  this  is  a real  toughie. 

The  LDSF  variet\'  (S.264)  is  one  of  the  fabled  “big  four”  of  large  cents  (1794  starred 
reverse,  1795  reeded  edge,  1803  LDSF,  1807  small  overdate).  Though  it  is  the  next- 
to-cheapest  of  the  four  and  is  know  n by  around  three  dozen  examples,  it  is  still  the  most 
expensive  1803  cent  by  a wide  margin.  The  Robbie  Brown  sale  in  Jan.  1996  had  a VG 
with  a dig  at  top  obverse.  That  coin  brought  just  over  $5,000.  The  variety  is  unknown 
above  VF. 

For  those  persistent  collectors  w ho  hate  to  stop  at  less  than  two  dozen  1803  cents,  the 
year  also  offers  a w ide  selection  of  terminal  die  breaks.  Eight  1 803  varieties  come  with 
notew  orthy  cuds  and  several  others  come  with  impressive  die  cracks.  It  is  eas>'  to  invent 
reasons  to  keep  tw  o or  more  1803  cents  from  the  same  pair  of  dies.  My  ow  n collection 
contains  fifty  cents  of  this  fascinating  year. 

John  D.  Wright  is  a leader  of  Early  American  Coppers,  a contributing  editor 
of  “Penny-Wise”,  and  the  author  of  “The  CENT  Book”,  which  covers  U.S. 
cents  of  1816-1839.  He  has  collected  U.S.  large  cents  for  over  forty  vears.
